County Agent 
Urges Plowing 
Cotton Stalks 


During the past few days 
many cotton fields in Jones 
County have been defoliated 
according 
to County 
Agent, 
Kirby Clayton. He said that, 
after the cotton crop is har­ 
vested. stalks should he de­ 
stroyed and plowed under. This 
will prevent regrowth of co t­ 
ton plants and destroy squares 
and bolls left in the field that 
could 
support 
the 
various 
stages of the boll weevil. 
Boll w eevils remain heavy in 
many fields in Jones County 
that have not been defoliated. 
In fields that are to be de­ 
foliated. producers might add 
0.5 lh. of m ethyl parathion or 
0.25 lh. of Goth ion per acre to 
arsenic or phosphate-type rfe- 
foiliants, Clayton added. Clay­ 
ton stated that this practice 
has been proven effective in 
reducing potential over-w inter­ 
ing 
boll 
weevil 
populations. 
He cautioned that care should 
be taken not to mix methyl 
parathion 
or 
Guthion 
witf 
chlorate 
defoillants
